Some of our local hunters are in 


favor of establishing a game pre 
serve down in Adams county wher' 
piairie chickens can live safe fron 
the hunter, and thus prevent them 
from being entirely exterminated, as 
tho conditions this year would indi- 
cate was their fate, if something is 
not done. 


The idea is to have the state buy 


a tract of laud down there where it 
can be purchased cheaply, and have 
it stocked as much as possible with 
prairie chickens and quail, and at 
Stated intervals plow up a portion of 
the ground and sow it with buck- 
wheat or other grain for the birds to 
feed on during the winter lime, hunt- 
ing to be entirely prohibited on the 
reservation. 
By this means there 


would always be some chickens to 
keep up the supply and they would 
spread over the surrounding country 
and help to stock that each year. 


The hunters all admit that there 


should be a closed season commenc- 
ing next year, but they feel that this 
alone will not be enough, as with a 
winter like last the birds are bound 
.0 die of starvation and come out in 
,he spring greatly thinned in num- 
jers. In tlie case of a preserve, the 
jirds could be fed.wften the condi- 
ions were such that nature did not 
supply them with food. 


A movement was 
started 
some 


time ago to,start a sort of a preserve 
up river where the ducks might be 
enticed to come by furnishing them 
feeding grounds, but this is a private 
enterprise and would 
probably 
be 


undei the supervision of only a few, 
and would not be lor the public. 
There was a time when wild ducks 
visited this section in great numbers 
in years gone by, but the draining of 
Hie marshes lias taken 
away 
their 


feeding grounds to such an extent 
that of late years but very few of 
them arc seen.

will undoubtedly run a little higher 
this season than they did last. 


Now that the cranberry crop has 


been harvested, there is no question 
but what the crop in Wisconsin is 
pretty light this year, most of the 
growers in this vicinity reporting 
that it is not more than half what it 
was last year, and in many cases less 
than half. 


During a talk with Jacob Searls, 


that gentleman stated that the crop 
on his p'laeo was less than half what 
it was last year, tho production not 
amounting to more than 1200 bar- 
rels this season. He also stated that

favor of establishing a game 
pre- 


serve clown in Adams county where 
prairie chickens.can live safe from 
the hunter, and thus prevent them 
from being entirely exterminated, as 
the conditions this year would indi- 
cate was their fate, if something is 
not done.

Some of our local hunters are in 


favor of establishing a game pre- 
serve down in Adams count}' where 
prairie chickens can live safe from 
the hunter, and thus prevent them 
from being entirely exterminated, as 
the conditions this year would indi- 
cate was their fate, if something is 
not done. 


The idea is to have the state buy 


a tract of land down there where it 
can be purchased cheaply, and have 
it stocked as much as possible with 
prairie chickens and quail, and at 
f.tated intervals plow up a portion of 
the ground and. sow it with buck- 
wheat or other grain for the birds to 
feed on during the winter time, hunt- 
ing to be entirely prohibited on the 
reservation. 
By this means there 


would always be some chickens to 
keep up the supply and they would 
spread over the surrounding country 
and help to stock that each year. 


The hunters all admit that there 


should be a c'iosod season commenc- 
ing next year, but they feel that this 
alone will not be enough, as with a 
winter like last the birds are bound 
to die of starvation and come out in 
the spring greatly thinned in num- 
jers. 
In the case of a preserve, the 


birds could be fert.wnen the condi- 
.ions were such that nature did nor 
supply them with food.

that gentleman stated that the crop 
on his p'iace was less than half what 
it was last year, the production not 
amounting to more than 3200 bar- 
rels this season. 
He also stated that 


the gathering of the crop was a very 
discouraging 
proposition this year 


owing to the fact that there was a 
lot of cold weather and considerable 
rain, all of which had a tendency to 
make the picking season more than 
usually disagreeable. 


If the reports of the crop all over 


the country are true, the indications 
are that cranberries will bring a 
pretty good price this season. 
The 


crop in the east has been reported 
short, and this is where the bulk of 
the berries come from. 
Then apples 


are scarce and high this year, another 
thing that will have a tendency to 
raise the price of cranherries.

Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg 


declared in his speech before the 
reichstag, which convened here on 
Thursday. 


The chancellor did not refer lo pos- 


sible peace. His address was enthusi- 
astically applauded. 


He began by outlining the events 


which led up to the Italian and Rou- 
manian declarations of war. 


"For more than a year the Italian 


government 
resisted. 
Finally 
the 


measures which England employs with 
equal rulhlessness against 
neutrals 


and her allies were too strong. Italy's 
warfare depends upon English coal 
and English money. Finally she had 
to give' in." 


"Today, after two years of fight 
ing, 


struggling, .suffering aiyl dying, we 
know more than ever before that there 
is only one watchword, ntmely, per- 
severe and win," said the chancellor. 
"\?e will win. 
This year's harvest 


makes us much more secure than was 
the case last year. 


"The war aims of our enemies are 


announced without disguise and can al- 
low of no misinterpretation. 
Their 


purpose is territorial eovetousness and 
our dcslruclion," said Chancellor von 
Betliinunn-Ilollwcg. 


"Since the first day of tho war we 


have sought nothing but the defense 
of our rights, our existence and our 
freedom. Therefore we are able first 
and alone to declare our readiness for 
peace negotiations. The lust o£ con- 
fluest of our enemies is responsible 
for the daily heaping mountains of 
corpses. 


"The British leave no doubt as to 


what they wish to make of Germany. 
Our existence as a nation is to be 
crushed. 
Militarily defenseless, eco- 


nomically, crushed, boycotted by the 
world and condemned to lasting slck- 
llness—that is the Germany which 
England wishes to see at her feet." 


The chancellor said that he realized 


the troubles of the people caused by 
the wftr and that he shared the deep 
sorrow 
for 
the 
fallen 
and muti- 


lated.

The letter upon -which 
they meat is used In the message. No 
one In the world without his square 
of letters and without the keyword 
can read this message. 
^So trie home government was in- 
formed that Opecial Agent William H. 
Gard' might communicate with its 
ships by means of the confederate 
cipher and that the keyword, rather 
strangely, was' "Russian whiskers." 
The homo government 
transmitted 


this information'to its battleships ly- 
ing off Mexico and their 
operators 


were Instructed to pick up any wire- 
less that might come to them out of 
the Atlantic. 


Gard hurrifJd back to Hamburg just 


In time to sail on the Esmiranga. 
He 


was not sure but that the big Rus- 
sian would communicate with the 
Mexican 
representatives 
and 
ap- 


proached the situa'tion he had devel- 
oped, with no little misgiving. It ap- 
peared 'that his conclusion that the 
Russian had made a getaway with 
much swag was correct.

morning in April, 1911, when she ap- 
proached the port of Vera Cruz, load- 
ed to the gunwales with ammunition 
for the Huertistas, and precipitated 
the landing of American marines.

the hand of Billy Card that lighted 
the match that Ignited the powder 
that caused the explosion that kept 
Yankee fighting men in Mexico for 
many months aud the big American 
Bister republics on the verge of war.

is reached. Any amateur may build 
up his square of letters in this way. 


There must be a secret key word 


which is known to the senders and 
the receivers. The keyword is writ- 
ten out repeatedly and the message 
la written beneath it. Instead of us- 
ing the letters of the message, the 
letters of the keyword are used. This 
is the Hrst puzzling translation. The 
message as it then appears is taken to 
the square of letters. In writing it as 
it is ultimately to be sent, its letters 
are found in the top line of the square 
and also in the perpendicular line 
that runs down its side. 
The lines 


of letters that radiate from these 
margins, one horizontally and one per- 
pendicularly, meet ft some point with- 
in the square* The letter upon -which 
they meet is used in the message. No 
one in the world without his square 
of letters and without the keyword 
can read this message. 
v So the home government was in- 
formed that Opecial Agent William H. 
Gard might communicate with its 
ships by means of the confederate 
cipher and that the keyword, rather 
strangely, was "Russian whiskers." 
The home government transmitted 
this information to its battleships ly- 
ing off Mexico and their operators 
were instructed to pick up any wire- 
less that might come to them out of 
the Atlantic. 


Gard hurrie'd back to Hamburg just 


in time to sail on the Esmiranga. He 
was not sure but that the big Rus- 
sian would communicate with the 
Mexican 
representatives 
and 
ap- 


proached the situation he had devel- 
oped with no little misgiving. It ap- 
peared that his conclusion that the 
Russian had made a getaway with 
much swag was correct.
